Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 1 of claim 9, 
it states "the method according to claim 10". However, examiner believes the applicant 
intended to write the method according to claim 9. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Allen et 
al. (US5892535). 

Regarding claims 1,3,5,7 and 8, Allen shows a method for recording and 
reproducing a plurality of audio/video files from an optical information recording medium 
having a plurality of tracks comprising: 

• Providing with a plurality of start times which corresponds to a track 
number and creating a schedule file comprising track numbers and 
starting times is shown in fig. 15 where the start and stop times are shown 
(abstract II.8-9, col.10 II. 25-27). Allen also shows the scheduling files 
comprising daily or weekly files (col.40 11.6-10) 
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• Recording the schedule file onto a recording medium shown as a media 
server (109) (col.12 11.6-12, col.16 II. 25-29) 

• Retrieving the schedule file from the recording medium (col.1 6 II.29-36) 

• Monitoring whether one of the start times comes and what to do if a 
starting time comes is shown in fig.3 (col.12 II.22-27) 

• Retrieving the audio/video file recorded on the track and reproducing the 
file (col.1 1 I.60- col.12 I.6, col.16 II.25-29) 

Regarding claims 2,4,6 and 9, Allen shows providing a plurality of end times within the 
schedule file comprising: 

Repeatedly reproducing the retrieved file until the ending times comes (col.32 11.31-33)
